Synopsis of the New York Reputdican 
State Platform . 
S a r a to g a . September 15th.—The plat­ 
form adopted by yesterday’s Convention 
begins by saying the Bepublioan party de­ 
sires a restoration to power in the State ami 
nation, and rehearses its record and that of 
sffie Democratic party as reasons therefor. 
It claim s that two and a half years of a 
Democratic President, who has had the co­ 
operation of an overwhelm ing majority in 
the House of Bepresenfatives, lias exposed 
the incapacity of the Democratic party and 
the tyeakness of itH policy. The Democratic 
party is arraigned ior its failure to keep its 
promises and for the impairment of the 
public service in various ways. T he plat­ 
form declares any change in the tariff 
should be made iu the iuterest of protec­ 
tion to labor and of American soft. 
The 
nation’s taxation should be adjusted to 
raise sufficient revenue for the economical 
and wise administration of the Govern­ 
ment, but not so as to impair hom e indus­ 
tries. 
The civil service reform law is indorsed, 
and President Cleveland and Goveruor Hill 
are arraigued for hypocrisy and “ system ­ 
atic perversion of the law to partisan pur­ 
poses.’ 
’'T he persecution of the working­ 
man in the South and the denial .ot his 
civil rights ” is charged. 
Veterans of the war are entitled to pub­ 
lic preferment and generous pensions, and 
President Cleveland's ’•flippant, sneering 
language in his vetoes is referred to as in­ 
sulting to the veterans Mild degrading to the 
Chief Executive.” 
The rebel battle-llag incident is reterred 
to as deserving approbation. 
On the question of immigration, the 
platform says : “ Anarchists, Communists, 
polygamists, paupers, fugitives from jus­ 
tice and insane, vicious and criminal per­ 
sons, as well as contract labor, should be 
excluded.” 
On the liquor question in the State, legis­ 
lation is recommended for giving local 
option and restriction by taxation where 
local option does not prohibit. 
. Governor H ill’s vetoes of bills restricting 
the liquor traffic are condemned, as well as 
several of his acts. 
Sym pathy is also extended to Ireland.

was made at k cost of $1.000, and recom­ 
mending botli civil and criminal suits.” 
The civil action pending is for the re­ 
covery of $2,217.25-1 20. that being the 
alleged value ol' iH,;t4*\8lis feet of lumber, 
comprising chiefly valuable sugar pine and 
som e yellow pine, cedar and spruce, which 
said company had unlawfully procured 
from the public lands and had snipped in 
large quantities to Australia and other 
foreign ports. The defendant now offers 
to pay $15,000 and subm it to any injunction 
against cutting trees on certain described 
public lands and in full settlement o f the 
litigation and 
difference 
between 
the 
United States and the Sierra Lumber Com 
pany, its Directors and stockholders, etc., 
as soon as said offer is accepted.

apparatus.

The scene al the grand reviewing stand, 
situated opposite the Union leagu e Club­ 
house, on Broad street, just below Sam- 
som , was a (grand one. 
The stands on 
either side of Broad street were densely 
filled with people, and the bright colors of 
the ladies' and children's raiment lent 
beauty to the magnificent and elaborate 
decorations o f. the various stands them ­ 
selves. 
There are sixteen telegraph sta­ 
tions along the route of the parade, for the 
purpose of communication from one end 
of the line to the other, and just as a tele­ 
gram flashed over tbe wires announcing 
that the pageant had started from Broad 
and Dauphin streets, Governor Beaver rode 
by in bis carriage and was greeted with a 
hearty round of applause. 
By 11 o'clock tiie distinguished guests—

The Constitutional Central Commission 
was officially represented on the grand 
istand by Hon. John A. Kasson, 1’resident, 
1 and four other officers, who occupied seats 
iu front. 
The central portion of the stand 
was reserved for the Governors of States 
with their staffs. 
On this stand were also 
Senators and representatives in Congress, 
m any of whom were present; the Com­

A Significant M anifrnto Issued 
by Die 
C om te D e I’ari*. 
P ar is, September 15th.—The Comte de 
Paris, in his manifesto just issued, approves 
the recent action of the Royalists in the 
Chamber of Deputies, but sa y s: 
“ The ap­ 
parent calm ill-conceals the perils of tue 
future. The instability of the executive 
isolates Fiance in Europe. 
Nobody has 
confidence. 
The situation imposes duties 
upon the Monarchists in the country, who, 
unshackled like those in Parliament by á 
lim ited mandate, must show France how 
necessary it is and how easy it will be to 
restore the monarchy, and must reassure 
her against imaginary danger, and prove 
that the transition can be legally eflected. 
in vain docs Congress proclaim tbe eternity 
of the republic. 
The day France clearlv 
manifests her wishesj: no obstacle or pro­ 
cedure will prevent a revival of the mon­ 
archy. 
Experience however, gives smal! 
ground to hope for a peaceful transition. 
History furnishes many reasons by which 


to foresee one o f those violent crises which 
seem of periodical churacter in the life of 
the nation.” 
Dwelling upon the advantages of a strong 
Government of monarcbial control com ­ 
pared with republican uncontrol, the Count 
states that equal authority will belong to 
the Senate, which will be partly elective. 
The budget w ill be made up in aceordan 
with ordinary law, subject 
to annual 
am endm ent 
Thus no Iresb tax will be 
imposed or expense incurred without the 
consent of the nation's elect. Tbe ministers 
will no longer tie responsible to one mm::- 
cipal chamber. 
Tne Count promises to 
reduce m ilitary burdens, shelter the army 
from political iutluence, restore religious 
liberty, remove tbe grievances of the work­ 
ing classes, and retain all liberties secure:! 
under the republic.

The opinion of Justice Eiekl, declaring 
unconstitutional an Iwiiortant clause in an 
Act of Congress passed in March of the 
present year, will be read w ith no little 
satisfaction by all friends of constitutional 
government. For the last twenty-five years 
there seemed to be no lim it to the p -w e r 


e f Congress. 
The United State- Supreme 
Court, which was designed as an interpreter 
of the fundamental law and a, bulwark 
against any encroachments upon the rights 
of the people through either the executive 
or legislative branches of the Government, 
has weakly yielded to nearly all the de­ 
mands which have lieen made to recognize 
the “ A dm inistration” at W ashington as 
the supreme authority. 
The Constitution declares th at “no State 
shall make anything but gold and silver 
coin a tender in payment of debts,” and 
has not given any such power to the 
Federal Government. 
Hence the right to 
make anything else a tender is prohibited 
also to Congress by Article N. of the in­ 
strument under w hich that body derives all 
its powers. Our most em inent expounders 
of the Constitution have taken tiiis view 
of it. 
Ikiniel Webster, in an able and ex­ 
haustive argument, proved conclusively 
th at Congres.- had no right to make a legal 
tender of anything but gold and silver 
coin; and he even excluded cojqier coin 
from the privilege. 
But Congress in the 
face of this prohibition, asserted the right 
by issuing “ flat paper money,” and the 
Supreme Court of She United States sus­ 
tained them in that assertion. 
It was then universally concluded bv 
every thoughtful person that even if Con­ 
gress by enactment could make what is 
simply a pajier promise to pay nioney not 
only the equivalent of real money, hut a 
legal tender for debts public and private, 
it could only apply this to obligations con­ 
tracted after the passage of the law and in 
view of the new issue. 
Congress insisted, 
however, that it could, and by the terms of 
the law the legal-tender quality of the new 
paper issues was made as unlim ited as that 
of the gold coin. 
The Supreme Court at 
first was so constituted that it would not 
admit tliis usurpation of power, and five of 
its most able Justices (three other Justices 
lissenting) pronounced such application to 
be a violation of the Constitution. 
But Congress would not yield ; one of the 
five Justices, in ill-health, resigned, a new- 
one who would support the legislation was 
appointed in his place, and another new 
Justice was added to the Court to make up 
five who would 
declare 
for 
Congress 
through thick and thin. 
The old decision 
was then reversed, and this liody of the 
Court as now constituted Tias even gone so 
far as to hold that such an assumption of 
legislative authority, at first qnlv claimed 
as a war measure and therefore justified as 
necessary to the existence of the republic, 
may l>e exercised at any time within the 
discretion of the legislative body, even 
though it be during a profound peace. 
These are given as simple illustrations 
of the manner in which the usurpations of 
the legislative branch of our Government 
have nullified the restrictions of the Con­ 
stitution, and have been sustained bv the 
highest judicial body, from whose deci­ 
sions there is no appeal. 
But now comes a case in which a blow 
was aimed by law against the dignity and 
independence of the judiciary itself, and 
Justices are very quick to recognize its un 
constitutionality. By Act oí March 3,1887, 
Congress passed “An Act authorizing an 
investigation of the books, accounts and 
methods of railroads which have received 
aid from the United States, and for other 
purposes.” The President was authorized 
to appoint three Commissioners to carrv 
out the purposes of this Act, and this body 
is now known as “The Pacific Railroad 
Commission,” whose acts and doings liav 
been brought of late so prominently before 
the public. 
The Act provides toward the close o: 
section 2d, that the Commissioners shall 
have power to require the attendance and 
testimony of witnesses and the production 
of all books, papers, contracts, agreements 
and documents relating to the m atter un­ 
der investigation, and to administer oaths; 
and to that end may invoke the aid of any 
Court of the United States in requiring 
the attendance and testimony of witnesses 
and the production of books, papers and 
documents. 
And in case of contumacy or 
refusal of any witness to ajipear, to produce 
books and papers, or to give the required 
testimony, any of the Circuit or District 
Courts of the United States were author­ 
ized to issue an order to enforce the de­ 
mand, and if this was not obeyed, to pun­ 
ish the failure as a contempt. 
1.eland Stanford. United States Senator 
from < alifornia, was before the Commis­ 
sion at San Francisco and was asked to 
testify concerning the disbursement of 
$171,000 of money paid out by the Central 
Pacific road, and which it is supposed was 
used to secure desired legislation. 
This 
was parr of over $700,000 of money unac­ 
counted for in the vouchers.’ The Senator 
declined to answer, and the Commissioners 
applied to the United States C ircuit Court 
for the enforcement of the law. T he case 
came up before Justice Field, of the United 
States Supreme Court, and Judges Sawyer, 
Hoffman and Sabin, four Federal Judges 
sitting in batik. 
In delivering their opin­ 
ion Justice Field declared that the Act of 
Congress creating the Commission improp­ 
erly invites the co-rtperation of the Courts 
in an inquiry that is not judicial, and then 
objects also to the scope and general char­ 
acter of the inquiry in its attempts to 
compel witnesses to disclose tiieir irrivate 
affairs, which he declares is beyond the 
power of Congress. 
We have not called attention to this 
ease for the purpose of discussing the ques­ 
tion at issue, but simply for the sake of 
showing the attitude of the Court in a ease 
where its own authority was in question. 
It is almost the first tim e for many years 
th at the judicial branch of the Govern­ 
ment has conceived it |>ossiblc that Con­ 
gress could exceed its proper functions in 
legislation. 
We hope that it will open 
the eyes of all the members of th at Court 
to Üie tendency of the centralizing drift 
which has been so steadily maintained at 
W ashington for a quarter of a century. 
The Constitution has been little better 
than an obsolete antique charter in the 
eyes of our legislators and their supjiortcra 
in this long-continued onslaught upon 
popular rights, and we are rejoiced at any 
occasion that gives a check to such wanton 
usurpation.

THE FÍBST TEST. 
At every State Fair there are several tests, 
as of plows, presses, rakes, etc. 
The first 
test made at the fair of 1887 was had yes­ 
terday at the Park, of Lubin’s pulverizer "and 
clod-crusher. There were present, besides 
several other farmers, J. H‘. Miller, of La- 
trobe ; A .C. Flem m ing, o f Lincoln; Jesse 
D. Carr, ol Salmas ; G. O. W ickson, of San 
Francisco; President L. U. Shippee. of 
Stockton. 
A bit of tough ground that has 
not 
had 
the 
plow 
in 
ten 
years, 
but has been a hitching paddock and a 
pasture, had been broken up on the east 
and a section of it was light and som e of 
it alkali, and some clayey and tough as 
hardpan. 
Two m achines showing the true 
action of the im plem ent were used. Though 
the ti-.' was of the severest character pos­ 
sible, it was'iu every wav a success. 
The 
machine crushed the heavy rock-like clods, 
pulverized them, cultivated deeply and left 
the earth thoroughly prepared for seeding. 
J. H. Miller, of I.atrobe, a well-known 
farmer, said of the machine after watching 
il : 
“It is the best I have ever seeD. 
It is 
a splendid worker and does, it seems tom e, 
just what is claimed tor it.” 
Mr. Flem ing 
said : “ I consider it a thoroughly good 
machine. 
Even in loose soil it will be a 
great aid to agriculture." 
Others pres­ 
ent indulged in like remarks aud all pro­ 
nounced the trial to bean em inent success. 
The m achine has been fully described in 
the R ecord-I x i« s in all the stages o f its 
evolution. 
To be 
fully appreciated it 
should be seen. The principle of its action 
is that of independent wheels armed with 
chisel-shaped teeth that 
penetrate 
the 
ground and rise between curved rigid or 
spring harrow teeth—according to demand 
—and lifting the clods, crush them between 
the wheel teeth ami the spring or rigid 
teeth known as crushers.

Yesterday was the first of the racing days 
of tire California Slate Fair, aud it attracted 
to Agricultural Park a large number of 
people. The day was quite warm, but the 
track was iu good condition, ami those in 
atteudai.ee witnessed one of the fastest, if 
not the fastest, races that, ever took place 
over this track, so far as trotters and pacers 
are concerned, when 
Homestake came 
under the wire in a jog iu the fast tim e of 
—:lGi. 
The stands were well filled with 
people and a large number o f vehicles were 
in the paddock. 
The races were not called promptly at 
1 o’clock as advertised, and in consequence 
one race could not he finished, but was con­ 
tinued over until to-day. 
The Board of 
Directors at a recent meeting decided and so 
announced that Paris mutual tickets would 
be sold upon the race. 
A ll pools to be de­ 
cided at th'e end of the race, and selling ott 
heats was expressly forbidden. 
This rule, 
yesterday was violated, all the Paris mutual 
pools being sold upon heais, much to the 
disgust of m any who had put up their 
mone.t on the winner of the race, but found 
that it had been taken down by some one 
el-e. 
Turfmen 
who evidently want a 
square deal are making a lively kick, and 
the Society will have to enforce their rule 
or recede lroui the position heretoíore taken. 
HAD MANAGEMENT. 
The blackboard at the Park yesterday 
was a perfect nuisance. 
The first and sec­ 
ond race were placed upon the board as 
they should have been, and the horses, 
their position, and the drivers’ colors, were 
easily understood. 
The last race, however, 
and the best race of the day, was not put 
upon the hoard at all. 
There were seven 
horses hi the race, and no one in the vast 
throng knew either horse or driver, and 
notwithstanding the splendid time made, 
and the superior ability displayed on the 
part of the drivers, it was annoying in the 
extreme not to be able to know som ething 
of the race. 
If the blackboard is not big 
enought it ought to be enlarged. 
If one 
blackboard clerk is unable to handle the 
printed pasteboards,then another should be 
employed. In the first heat one of the horsts 
was distanced, and it went through the 
crowd that it was the one which had been 
selling favorite yi the pooh, and the m is­ 
take was not discovered until the close of 
the race.

T he temple of I)ai-Dontsou 
the great 
Buddha) seems a temple built for fun— an 
enormous joke to amuse the faithful. 
The “ Great Buddha” has only a head 
and shoulders, at least ninety-live feet 
h ig h : he seems to be rising from the 
depths of the earth, with his neck stretch­ 
ing up like some one making a painful 
effort to struggle out of the ground, 
lie 
alone fills all his temple, and his curling 
hair touches the roof. 
One reaches him, just as all the gods 
are reached, by a series of stairways, porti­ 
coes and courts. 
From the gate of the 
sanctuary one cannot very well explain 
to oneself at the first glance what is that 
liillpek of gold, that shapeless mass in 
front (the shoulders of Buddha). 
It is 
only afterward, when von look up very 
high, that you see far alsjve you the colos­ 
sal gilded lace, the huge fixed eyes gazing 
down upon you from the bight of ninety 
feet with idiotic placidity. 
1 find m yself making this pilgrimage at 
the same tim e as a good-natured Nippon 
fam ily of country people, who have come 
to the holy city for the first tim e; nnd the 
good folks, especially the ladies, cannot get 
over the idea of seeing so big a god; and 
there are cries of “ ah I” and “ oh !”— ex­ 
clam ation'of surprise— little screams and 
little laughs. 
Notv, really, this Buddha is 
just too funny, with his stork-like neck 
and his stupid air— funny as any of those 
snow men which urchins make at the cor­ 
ners of the streets—-funny us some enor­ 
mous caricature made to order by little 
children. 
And there the little country 
family are all laughing right under the 
god’s nose— laughing till the tears roll 
down their cheeks— and the other visitor; 
and even the guardian lxmzes themsolve; 
also laugh to see them laugh. 
Then they 
all look at me to see how I feel about it. 
and 1 have to laugh, too— can’t possibly 
ltelp it. 
What a country this Japan, where 
everything is oddity and contrast! 
W ho 
could ever imagine that this frivolous little 
temple, with its reverences and its eternal 
laugh, would have lived through centuries 
locked up ¡11 such fcrociott- mystery, and 
have given birth to those thousands of 
tlier temples, with their monsters and 
heir hobgoblins? 
By the payment of two cents one is priv­ 
ileged to make tITc round of the great 
Buddha—one ascends hv a series of sloping 
plank galleries, placed at a very steep an­ 
gle, on which you can pass behind the 
head of the colossus, a little above the 
nape of the neck. 
1 advance upon it. still 
accompanied 
by the voyaging fnmilv 
the sloping way is slippery, old, broken 
through here and there, worm-eaten— tli 
ladies very nearly fall. 
I put out my hand 
to help them, and then we become good 
friends right awav. 
Behind thecnorm ou 
head, in a dark nook, an old bonze i 
squatting down— for one cent he shows its 
a suit of armor and n war-nutsk which once 
belonged to the great T aiko-Sama—and 
then he throws oi>en for our benefit sundry 
very ancient idol closets, in which anim al­ 
headed divinities are conserved with vari­ 
ous relies of weird aspect. 
There we do 
not laugh any more. 
In the court of this temple i- the most 
monstrous of all the bells of K ioto—al 
least seven or |>erhaps eight yards around. 
It is rung by means o f an enormous beam 
tipped with iron—% sort of battering ram 
suspended horizontally with ropes. 
For two cents extra one has the right to 
experiment with it. 
I .harnessed m yself to 
the pulling stnqis. a circle i- formed around 
me, the children run up. 
Even two or 
three young girls come M iitur me to tak 
hold, bothering me a great deal, pttlliitj 
the wrong way half the time, bursting iuto 
fits of laughter. 
The united strei -th ol 
three is almost equal to the power ol three 
good kittens. 
Meanwhile the battering ram heum sto 
yield ; gradually it begins to swing. Boom 
boom ! 
A sound awful, cavernous, and pro­ 
longed into might}’ orchestral vibrations 
which must he heard through the whole of 
the sacred city. 
Then the audience is happy!— delirious 
with joy— can’t get enough of i t ; every­ 
one is in ecstacy.—Sew Orleans Times-Deni 
ocral's Tran.-kitinn from tk< French.

P ro g re s s B ein g M u d e o n tlie R a ilro a d to 
P o rtla n d . 
The work in the big tunnel through Sis­ 
kiyou Mountain is progressing rapidly,with 
prospects of completion 
in about two 
weeks or less. 
The 1,200-foot tunnel nc-xt 
north will probably not be finished before 
the m iddle of November. 
W hether the railroad company will run 
beyond Cole’s when the Siskiyou tunnel is 
completed is not yet known. 
If the com­ 
pany should do so, the tim e can be short­ 
ened over two hours in m aking the trip to 
Ashland and Portland. 
It is a rough sec­ 
tion o f country, however, to get good wagon 
road connection, hence the company may 
continue running to Cole’s for the terminus 
until the railroad is completed. Rainstorms 
lately have made hard pulling for stage 
team?, but the road over the mountain is 
drying up rapidly, and w ill soon be as good 
if not better than ever for making fast 
time, at least until more storms occur. 
W e learn from Bob Ye,ting fbat tlie cave 
in the Siskiyou Mountain tunnel, about a 
week ago. viras merely tlie giving way of 
two sets of timbers, and that only one 
mau had an am i broken, wi'h :he others 
receiving only slight bruises of no conse­ 
quence. 
The railroad com pany’s wood»ehoppers 
have cut up about 50,000 cords of wood 
from the right of way ground along the 
Sacramento river and through Strawberry 
valley, most of which is being hauled to 
Truckee. where it is to be used on the en­ 
gines in place of coal, for safety against 
fire in running trains through the snow- 
sheds. The sparks and cinders from coal 
are much more dangerous 
than 
from 
wood, especially the coal used on tnis coast. 
The Ashland Tidinas says: 
All the rail­ 
road grading bet ween tlie sum m it and A sh­ 
land will undoubtedly be c uunieted before 
the rains come to interfere with tlie work. 
Anything that m ay be caught unfinished 
will be in the nature o f tunneling or rock 
work, which can be carried on advanta­ 
geously in spite of wet weather.— Yrcka 
Journal, September \'it/i.

The Valiant was her name. 
Who had 
christened Iter, and how she came to he 
christened a name so peculiarly inappro­ 
priate, we cannot say. 
She was a tuh, if 
ever there was one. 
Such a craft as she 
they build hv the mile and sgtw tip into 
lengths. 
A 
floating eoal-box, painted 
black, with an engine and a couple of Itoil- 
ers, a rudder and screw, some tarred rope 
and a score of seamen of all nationalities 
and no manners—there you have the 
Valiant, and the thousaud-and-one ships 
of the same ilk which fetch and carry the 
riches of the world. 
And that Is the kind 
of ship, a warehouse :iflout, that you mav 
cram with cargo from keel to hatchway, 
which, if money is to be made out of tlie 
service, makes it—a thing of ugliness and 
a joy forever to its owners; not by any 
means to the crew, by the way—which can 
be worked from jiort to port ¡it a minimum 
of cost and a máximum of profit. 
Pro­ 
visioned anyhow, rammed full of cargo,, 
manned in haste with a crew scraped oil' 
the streets, no sooner ,is she fairly afloat 
than first this*thing gives, then the other; 
a boiler-plate is sprung, a liolt jiavts in the 
rudder chain; but she ¡mgs aw.vy, patched 
and repatched out of all recognition, and, 
if trade is fairly alit’e, pays a freeboard 
dividend of 15 or 20 per cent, a voyage. 
On the 12th of February we cleared out 
of th e .Tyne, loaded to the m uzzle with 
coal, and hound for Venice. 
We had a 
river pilot aboard, of course, and were 
dragged out to sea, through the double 
line of buoys and th e crowd of shipping, 
by a little cotiee-pot of a tug. 
It was 
getting on in th e afterneon before th e last 
of th e coal had been whipped in to us, and 
we were in a frantic haste to save th e tide. 
O ur decks were about as foul a sight as 
you cou'.d have set eyes on. 
T h e men 
were groggy and iu th e sulks, as men a l­ 
ways are a t the start of a freslt voyage. 
T he chief officer, M r. M arks, was in com­ 
mand, for our new C aptain had not y et a r­ 
rived from Newcastle. 
W e were to lie out 
down the river, and th e tug would fetch 
him ofl when it brought us our fresh m eat. 
Mr. M arks was parading th e bridge iu his 
’longshore clothes and tall hat, jam m ed 
fast on th e back of bis head, for there was 
a p retty brisk w ind blowing in from the 
sea, th a t seemed to promise us some nxsty 
w eather outside. 
H e was an elderly m an, 
this M r. M arks, w ith a patient eye, and a 
sandy goat’s lieard. M r. Rubble, th e second 
mate, was a squat little m an, heavilv 
bearded, who had ruu away from home to 
follow th e sea, and had never ceased re* 
grettin g it ever since, for, after “ bucket­ 
in g ” alioiit on a three years’ cruise, lie 
found him self too m uch of a salt to be 
liappy ashore, and too heartily sick of the 
sea to lie

afloat.

A regular old seadog was 
our bo’sun, Jack D redge, 
stum py and 
square, h is brown w eather-battered face 
fram ed in a ragged fringe of whiskers; one 
.•ye had foundered in his head, and th ere 
was nothing left but an eyelid and a hole. 
T he hall of it had tieen bitten one n ig h t in 
his sleep by a fam ishing rat,' and had fest­ 
ered and sloughed out. H e was in m id P a­ 
cific then, and th e nearest surgeon a th o u ­ 
sand m iles away. 
He was of a tactiurn 
disposition, and 1 fancy his tem per had 
been dam aged in the W est Indies by a too 
liberal allowance of pepper in his c o r n . 
In his last sjiell ashore— he was a native

aboard of a coal hulk, w ith your lee shore 
all shoals 
and sandbanks— well, 
there 
aren’t m any things we w ouldn’t ra th e r 
do, if it were a m atter of choice in ­ 
stead of sheer necessity. 
E very now and 
then would come a w hiff of rain, aud there 
was no dodging it, for th e w eather-cloths 
had not vet been rigged up round the 
bridge. 
A quiet pipe, smoked in the ho l­ 
low of th e hand, was the only solace in the 
dreary night-w atches. 
S teering southeast, 
we got W hitby L ight abeam by m idnight, 
and at 2 A. M. th e log showed a rnu of 04 
m iles. 
The skipi>er was ’up and aliout all 
night on th e alert for th e shore-lights, and 
though a t first he seemed a hit of a dandv, 
he was a team an to the backbone. 
Dav 
broke at last over a tum bling sea. 
W1 tat 
w ith 
keeping tlie watches, overhauling 
th e decks fore and aft, battening ijowii the 
hatches and m aking nil sliip-shajie. there 
was plenty to do on tli.it first day a t sea to 
keep us from th in k in g to fondly of the 
girls we had left behind us. 
T here was 
not a patch of sun to be seen ; nothing hut 
cloud and sea, sea and cloud. 
A nd the 
wind came screeching from the nor’east, 
sw irling th e rain and spray aliout our 
decks. 
It was a b itter tim e th a t day for 
the officer of tlie watch, oilskins notw ith­ 
standing. 
But th e men seemed th e b etter 
for th eir w etting, and the cheerier; th e fit 
of land sulks was tum bled out o f th em ; 
and when th e Swede Jansen, slith erin g 
cautiously along the w et iron deck for’ard 
w ith his kid of peu-soup and potatoes un­ 
der one arm , was capsized by a sudden 
lurch of the ship, he and his dinner rolling 
aw'ay to w ind'ard, the men w aiting th eir 
tu rn 
a t 
th e 
galley-door 
sent 
up 
a 
shout of laughter and bellowed stentorian 
sea-jokes from hollowed hands after their 
unfortunate messmate. 
H our after hour th e V aliant jx'gged 
stubbornly along, plunging down th e green 
slopes of the waves, and raising herself 
heavily out of the troughs of th e sea. She 
rolled excessively, and labored lip the 
waves in a reluctant w;t_v, which was far 
lroni inspiring confidence in iier seaw orthi­ 
ness.

Section 1. The right and authority is hereby 
given to Frank D. Myers, his successors aud as­ 
signs, to lay down aud maintain for the term ol 
fifly years from and after the passage of this or­ 
dinance, a single or doub'e-truok railway, with 
all the necessary and con»-enieut tracks for 
cun-es, turnouts, switches, side-tracks and ap­ 
pendages, aud to propel cars there, n by the use 
of either horses, mules, electricity or cables 
driven by stationary engine*, on, overand along 
the following streets in the city of Sacramento : 
Commencing at the center of O street, at the 
intersection of O street and Twenty-fourth 
street, and running along said Twenty-fourth 
street to and across Y to the southern boundary 
line of said city. 
Section 2. The rate of fare in said care shall 
not exceed five (5) cents for any one fare to any 
point on said road. 
Sfj Tíos 3. The owner or owners of said rail- 
»vay shall pay to the city of Sacramento for a 
license lor each car in daily use oil 6aid railway 
the sum of five (5) dollars per annum, which 
shall entitle them to operate said roa«l every 
day iu the year. 
Section 4. The tra-ks of said railway must be 
constructed as nearly as practicable in the mid­ 
dle of said street. 
Section 5. The owner or owners of said rai¡- 
»vay most keep that portion of the street between 
the rails and for two feet on either side thereof, 
in the same condition of improvement an® re­ 
pair that the balance ot said street along uhe 
line of said toad is kept by the city aulhoriies 
or adjacent property ow ners. 
Section 6. The rate of speed on said ^ars 
muri net be greater than eight miles per hour. 
Section 7. The work on said railway must be 
commenced w ithin sixty days, and must beijun 
pleted within one year from the date hereof! 
Se<tion 8. The willful violation of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall work a for- 
leitnreol the rights herein granted. 
Section 9. No poles shall be placed in the 
street for use of the road should electricity bo 
adopted as a motive power for same. 
Section 10. This ordinance shall lake effect 
immediately.
